Poultry Expert Coming— G. W. 
Mcllroy, extension poultry special­ 
ist, for the College of Agriculture 
will be here January 9th. 
We 
expect to hold several commun­ 
ity meetings and one night meet­ 
ing while he is here. 
An especial 
effort will be made to have him 
meet the women of the county 
who have cooperated with the farm 
bureau and the College of Agri­ 
culture in keeping records during 
the past year. 
Do Yoiu-Want to Work More 
Horses Per Man?— The selection 
of a proper combination of hitch­ 
es and implements for the edict 
ent use of man and horse labor is 
still a means of reducing the cost 
of production and of increasing 
production per man. Our improve­ 
ment in agricultural production 
during the last one hundred years 
is moat noticeable in increased 
production per man, this has been 
brought about for the most part 
by increased efficiency in the use 
of both man and 
horse 
labor. 
There is opportunity for contin 
ued improvement along this line, 
many farmers are still using four 
horses abreast in plowing when 
four horses, hitched two In front 
and two behind, would pull the 
plow more easily and get more 
work done In a day. 
There are 
other farmers who are Smiling 
only two and three horses when 
they could cover twice the ground 
with five or six. 
Banks grow rich 
on their six per cent, farmers cer­ 
tainly cannot afford to lose. IO, 
15, or even 25 per cent of their 
power by the use of improper 
hitch**. 
Buy Soybeans Flarly— The sup 
ply in this county is hardly equal 
to
